OPERATED ON GENERAL ALGER 


Surgeons Say He Has Nearly Recov- 
ered from the Shock. 

Detroit, Mich., December 22.—An opera- 
tion was performed today on General R. 
A. Aiger, former secretary of war, for 
the removal of gall stones, from which 
he has been suffering for a long period. 
General Alger rallied well from the oper- 
ation and the surgeons reported late this 
afternoon that he had recovered almost 
entirely from the shock. His tempera- 
ture was but little above normal and his 
pulse was strong. The following official 
statement was issued by the surgeon in 
regard to the operation: 

“A condition of infected gall 
was present, as the result of gall stones. 
There were many adhesions about the gall 


General Alger’s condition is serious, but 
he stood the operation well.” 

At 7 o'clock the following bulletin was 
issued: 

“Temperature Normal, pulse 74. Only 
slight nausea following the anaesthetic. 
All other symptoms are favorable.”’ 

Dr. Longyear, who will spend the night

ticipated change should occur.

HOGUS TICKETS. SOLD 
BY THE SLICK FORGERS: 


They Have Contracts Printed and 
Procure a Perforating Stamp 
and Make Tickets Look Like 
Regular Ones Sold at 
Union Depot.

Kansas City, Mo., December 22.—A gang 
of forgers of railread tickets has been 
operating in Kang@as City successfully 
during the last few weeks, according to 
ms °C Townsend, of St. Louis, general 
passenger agent of the Missouri Pacific, 
who has been investigating the fraud with 
the aid of othe railroad men. Mr, 
Townsend sald: , 

“The losses of? the western railroads 
will amount to thousands of dollars. There 
have been three clagses of forgeries. Some 
days ago it was discovered that a bogus 
perforating stamp Had been used to imi- 
tate the stamp thatds used to mark tick- 
ets at the union depot. The forgers tried 
in Chicago to buy a stamp exactly like 
the one that is uge@d at the Kansas City 
union depot to stamp return ticket cou- 
pons, but the manufacturers suspected 
something was wrong and refused to sell 
it. The fargers then bought a stamp, 
such as is used Im-banks for perforating 
checks, changed .the dies from ‘paid to 
‘kK. C. U. D.’ and have used it on many 
forged tickets, 

“The second class. of forgeries include 
conductors’ traim @heckst The bogus one? 
are fairly good imitations of the genuine, 
but they have sm@oth edges instead of 
perforations. Wholésale frauds have been 
committed by using forged ive stock con- 
tracts ewhich ‘are. exchanged for ticketa. 
We have no means $f Knowing how many 
bogus Hve stock «oni ets ‘and conductors’ 
n- p’ed. I Know 
that hundreds of/ fraudwtent contracts 
were printed here in Kattsas City. We 
have evidence to show that a Kansas City 
ticket broker knows something about the 
forgeries. Our road is only one of the 


' many that have be®n defrauded,”’ 


Dozens of the forged tickets, it is said, 
have been secured by the railway officials.

Rev. H. H. Proctor Draws Lesson 
from Life of the President. 


Rev. H. H. Proctor, colored, finished 
his series of sermons on ‘‘Eminent Young 
Americans” at the First Congregational 
church last night.

FRENCHMEN HONOR 
MEMORY OF BAUDIN 


Statue Unveiled in Paris Yesterday---President Lou- 
bet Spoke---Socialists Tried to Make a Counter- 
Demonstration But Failed. 


ARIS, December 22.—President 

Loubet inaugurated today in the 

Faubourg St. Anne a statue to the 
memory of Deputy Charles Baudin, a 
representative of the people who was 
killed in the barricade on the Faubourg 
St. Antoine, December 3, 1851, the day 
following the coup d'etat of Louis Na- 
poleon. Baudin was memorable for the 
reply ne gave to the workman who re- 
fused to defend the barricade. To this 
man Baudin said: 

“You -will see how a representative of 
the people can die for 2 francs a day.” 

He then mounted the barricade. The 
soldiers fired a volley, and Baudin fell 
dead. 

There was considerable apprehension 
of disturbances at today’s inauguration, 
owing to the ins-S-ence of the nationalist 
president of the municipal council of 
Paris, M. Dausset, that he be permitted 
to deliver a speech at the inauguration, 
although he was not included in the 
official lst of speakers. The ceremony 
had already been once postponed on ac- 
count of the attitude of M, Dausset. 

The socialists planned a counter demon- 
stration to the unveiling today. They 
gathered in the Faubourg, wearing red 
flowers in their buttonholes as a party 
emblem. Owing to the strong precautions 
taken by the police, however, no serious 
disturbance occurred, although M, Daus- 
set and some of his colleagues of the 
municipal council had a narrow escape 
from rough handling. There were several 
slight conflicts between nationalists and 
socialists. 

All the French ministers were present

at the unveiling of the statue. President 
Loubet, M. Faillieres, president of the 
senate; Paul Deschanel, president of the 
chamber of deputies, and M. Waldeck- 
Rousseau, the premier, made speeches in 
which they eulogized the resistance offer- 
ed by Baudin and his colleagues to the 
coup d’etat, holding them up as an ex- 
ample for the future, 

President Loubet said he desired to as- 
sociate himself publicly to the glorifica- 
tion of this victim of devotion to the re- 
public, against which the chief executive 
had committed such an odious outrage. 
He said he himself had accepted con- 
scientious engagements before the na- 
tional assembly which he would nevor 
violate, and that any Cesarian enterprise 
would fail in face of the vigilance of the 
government, and the union of the repub- 
licans. 

This declaration elicited cheers frem the 
assemblage, and cries of ‘‘Vive Loubet!” 
and ‘‘Vive la Republique!”’ 

‘The official party was driving awa% 
when M. Daugset, surrounded by his 
friends, approached the statue and de- 
livered a short oration, in which he said 
that he took over the statue in the name 
of the city of Paris. His words were 
drowned by outcries from the socialists. 
M. Dausset had to be escorted by the 
police back to the town hall. He pro- 
gressed amid shouts and counter shouts 
of “Down with Dausset.’’ “‘Down with 
the natfonalists,’’ while the nationalists 
sang the “‘Carmagnole.”’ :

Chicago, December 22.—The jury inthe 
case of Lawyer Alexander Sullivan, on 
trial before Judge Abner Smith, for con- 
spiracy to abet a fugitive from justice, 
came into court today with a verdict of 
guilty. As punishment the jury imposed 
a fine of $2,000. This carries with it no 
prison sentence.

An Antarctic Night. 

Henryk Arctowsky in The Geographical 
Journal: From this day \..ay li) we were 
not to see the sun again for two months. 
At the beginning we did not dread the 
prospect of this long polar night before 
us, but before the sun had been gone 
many days one of us became very ill. 
Danco lacked the constitution to hold 
out, and on June 5 he died. In the ob- 
scurity of the midday twilight we carried 
Danco’s body to a hole which had been 
cut in the ice, and committed it to the 
deep. A bitter wind was blowing, as 
with bared heads, each of us silent and 
sad, we left him there * * * and the floe 
drifted on. 

In the antartic regions, thanks doubt- 
less to the detestable climate, the disas- 
trous effects of the polar night are far 
more marked than in the north. There 
is a general lowering of the system, and 
the heart acts feebly. Several of us de- 
veloped serious symptoms, and without 
daily care on the part of the doctor, 
others would not have survived the pe- 
riod of darkness, though it was relatively 
short. One part of Cook’s treatment was 
very effective and ingenious. Those who 
were most affected by deficient circula- 
tion were made to stand in a half-naked 
condition close to the redhot stove for 
several hours daily. In this way the ac- 
tion of the solar radiation was in part 
replaced by rays of artificial heat—in a 
manner fdmittedly primitive, but none 
the less {,eneficial. .

One finds one’s self in con- 
ditions of existence and ab- 
normal, and crowded against one’s fel- 
lows in an uncomfortably narrow space.

Two series of investigations of far- 
reaching importance to physiological op- 
tics have been completed during the pasi 
year in the psychological laboratory of 
Wesleyan university at Middletown by 
Professor Raymond Dodge and students 
of the university. The first series defi- 
nitely established anew low of vision, al- 
most revolutiogary In tts consequences. 
lt was proven that the eyes, when in 
motion, can distinguish nothing in any 
complex field of vision Over which they 
sweep. In order to see any object at 
rest, the eye must remain motionless, 
looking at some definite part of it for an 
appreciavle length of time. if the eyes 
move, they see ‘nothing for about one- 
twentieth of a second. This explains the 
success of those sleight-of-hand tricks 
in which rapid movements of the fingers 
are absolutely unseen, while the eyes 
follow the larger movements of the hand. 
it also expiains the necessity of looking 
at a Treiallvedy wuxed point in boxing, 
fencing, etc. 

Whiie the new law will necessitate a re- 
investigation of many psychulogical prob- 
lems, 1L haS an eSpeciaily ODViveus bearing 
on Lhe pSychoiogy of reading. kour years 
ago, in coliavoration with Protessor 
benno Erdmann, then of the University 
of Halle, Prussia, Professor Dodge dem- 
onstrated that, contrary to the general 
impression, the eyes do not move regu- 
lariy Over @& page aB We read, but muke 
a series of distinct pauses as they swe2p 
along each tine of print. At that time 
evidence Wés found which seemed to 
show tnat the eyes actually saw the 
words only during these pauses. That 
evidence has recency been caitea in ques- 
tion by eminent authorities. The new 
experiments finally settle the question be- 
yond all doubt, and justify the psycho- 
logically, a8 wel as pedagogicaliy, im- 
portant corclusion that in reading the 
true unit of stimulation is not the indi- 
vidual letter, but a more or less extended 
group of letters. 

People of middle age rcmember that be- 
fore they learned to read they had to first 
“learn their letters,’ then they were 
taught to put the Ictters together to make 
words, and finally they learned to read. 
Nowadays, children learn to read words 
before they learn the individual letter. 
According to Dr. Dodges experiments, 
this last method has a good psychological 
basis. 

The second series was a quantitative 
study of the eye movements, with vai cic- 
ular reference to the rapidity of reading. 
This series involved the invention of a 
unique method of measuring the move- 
ments of the eyé and the designing of a 
considerable amount of new apparatus), 
by the aid of which the first accurate 
measurements of the eye movements 
were affected. These measurements not 
only show the length, number and 
velocity of the movements of the eye 
during reading, but they also furnish the 
first exact data tor a study of the co- 
ordination of the eyes and the muscular 
fatigue of reading.—Hartford (Conn.) dis- 
patch to The New York Post.

Indianapolis News: Of all the fool bills 
that were ever presented in congress, it is 
doubtful if there ever was one more ab- 
surd than that introduced Friday by Rep- 
resentative Robinson, of this state. Mr. 
Robinson thinks that if a governor of a 
state shal] refuse to honor a requisition 
from another state, the governor who is- 
sued the requisition should be authorized 
to issue “his warrant of arrest to any 
marshal of the United States, command- 
ing him to arrest and bring forthwith be- 
fore the court having jurisdiction of the 
offense the said fugitive from justice.”’ 
Under such a law all that Governor Beck- 
ham would have to do would be to order 
the United States marshal here, or in 
Kentucky, or anywhere else, to arrest 
Taylor and Finley and take them to Ken- 
tucky for trial. A very simple mode of 
procedure, no doubt, put what becomes 
of the sovereignty of the state within 
its sphere? Taylot and Finley have. even 
if guilty of the crime for which they have 
been indicted, committed no crime against 
the United States. The federal court has 
no relation whatever to the case. And it 
ought not to have any relatian. 


A Revolution in Buttons. 


Athenaeum: One of the last surviving 
of the old sumptuary laws, now almost 
forgotton, but considered of great im- 
portance in maintaining one branch of 
Sheffield trade, was that directed against 
covered buttons. The town dealt largely 
in horn buttons of different kinds for 
common wear, as well as in metal and 
plated buttons for the better class of 
coats, waistcoats and gaiters. From 1720 
to the end of the century the town annals 
show that there was considerable, though 
fitful, zeal under the statute of 8 Anne 
against the vendors' and ueers of covered 
buttons. In 171 a tailor was convicted in 
a penalty of 40 shillings a dozen for set- 
ting covered Duttons on a gentleman's 
waistcoat, and the wearer in like penalty 
for appearing in a garment thus adorned. 
General action was taken against offend- 
ers by the master and journeymen button- 
makers of Sheffield as late as 1802, but 
the magistrates gave so little encourage- 
ment to these prosecutions that the law, 
fhough it long remained unrepealed, fell 
from that time into desuetude. 


New Use for Carrier Pigeons. 
(From The Chicago News.) 
Carrier pigeons have been put to novel 
use by a physician of Rockford, Me. 
On one occasion he was called to an 
island 20 miles distant to attend a patient 
who was seriously ill. To reach this 
island he was obliged to make a danger- 
ous trip. Before he returned to the main- 
land he gave the family of his patient 
six homing pigeons which were to be 
used as messengers to inform him of the 
patient's condition. A pigeon was dis- 
patched as often as necessary, carrying 
assurances to the physician of the pa- 
tient’s steady progress toward recovery.

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SPALDING AND HIS TROUBLES. 


Writes About the Injunction Served 
on Him—Is Coming South. 
New York, December 22.—A. G. Spald- 
ing today sent a letter to the eight clubs 
of the National League, in which he cited 
the fact that he had been served with 
an injunction to take no further action 
as president-secretary-treasurer of the 
National Leagae of Baseball Clubs, to 
which he says he was notified he had 
been elected. He says he took up the 
duties of the office at once and made a 
few preliminary arrangements for what 
he considered the proper conduct of the 
office before being served with the in- 
junction, but since that time has re- 
frained from acting in any official way. 

He then says: 

“Pending the decision of the case now 
before the supreme court of New York, 
which I understand is a suit to deter- 
mine whether I am legally elected pres- 
ident of the National League or not, and 
in accordance with my personal attor- 
ney’s advice, I must refuse to act further 
as president-secretary-treasurer of the 
National League and American Associa- 
tion professional ball clubs, and I will 
strictly comply with what I consider to 
be the court’s order. 

“It had many things in contemplation 
which, to my mind, seemed to require 
immediate attention in the interest of 
the National League as a body and its 
individual club members; among other 
things, urging the various clubs of the 
league i> immediately secure a strong 
corps of playing talent before all 
desirable players had been permitted to 
go to rival organizations, but under pres- 
ent conditions I can take no further ac- 
tion in this direction, so it is up to each 
club to do that which in its judgment 
may seem best for its own interest.’’ 

Mr. Spalding says that during the sixty- 
six hours he uninterruptedly held the 
office he did nothing inveiving the league 
in any financial obligations or inter/er- 
ing with the property rights of the 
league, or the individual club members, 
«xcept to communicate by telegraph with 
O’Day and Enislie. He appointed them 
on the ‘eague’s board of umpires for the 
season of 1902 and asked them to wire 
acceptance or rejection and their terms. 
O'Day simply. wired, “‘Three hundred per 
month and expenses.”’ Emslie wired his 
acceptance at a salary of $2,000 and le- 
gitimate expenses. Mr. Spalding made 
ro reply to the telegrams of the two 
umpires. Mr. Spalding will spend the nol- 
idavs in the south.

How Olives Are Cured. 

(From The Arco Special.) 
should be remembered,” said the 
man, ‘“‘that the constitution of an 
olive is as delicate as that of a tender 
child. From the time the crop is gather- 
ed until it is finally packed in the bot- 
tles, there is not a moment which is 
not fraught with the intensest anxiety 
on the part of all who handle the fruit. 
No other product requires such constant 
application of the old maxim of ‘eternal 
vigilance’ as olives, 

“The ball begins with the gathering of 
the fruit. This is done in the late sum- 
mer or early autumn, while the fruit is 
still green and hard, and altogether un- 
savory on account of its Intense bitter- 
ness. The olives are picked by hand 
to prevent scratching and bruising, and 
then conveved in carts or on pack mules 
to fhe curing establishment. Olive curing 
is a very delicate and intricate process, 
for which no fixed rules can be laid 
down. <A course of. treatment that in 
one. instance would prove’ successful 
might be absolutely ruinous in another, 
The business of curing, therefore, calls 
for expert talent, and is aJways intrusted 
to,a professional who btin®: to this task 
his own. skill and Knowledge, supple- 
mented by the experience of generations 
of kinfolks who were curers in that par- 
ticular variety before him, 

“The first step in the process of curing 
is known as ‘cooking.’ When the fruit 
comes to the curing establishment it is 
placed in large vats filled with a mix- 
ture of lime and water, in which it un- 
dergoes a kind of fermentation. ‘Cook- 
ing’ is merely a technical name for this 
fermentation process, 

“When this fermentation has reached 
a certain stage—a matter requiring any- 
where from a few hours to a few daya— 
the curer gives the signal to withdraw 
the plugs, and the liquid Is run off. The 
Olives are then thoroughly washed with 
fresh water until they are bright and 
clean and every trace of lime is removed. 
If vou-were to taste them now you would 
find that they had lost most of their un- 
pleasant bitterness,

“After washing, the fruit is put in 
casks filled with brine, and the casks ex- 
posed, bungs open, to the sun. This in- 
duces a second fermentation, which takes 
place more or less rapidly, according to 
the weather. However, as Spain enjoys 
a fairly equable climate, a period of from 
three to four weeks generally suffices. 
Throughout this second fermentation the 
Olives keep throwtng off the brine, so 
that the casks’ mast be inspected daily 
and kept. filled with new brine of the 
required strength. 

“Finally there comes a time when they 
no longer throw off any brine. They are 
then ready for ‘sorting’—that is, for sep- 
aration according to size and qualmy. All] 


from scratches, spots and other blem- 
ishes—are called ‘selected;’ the _ rest 
‘culls.’ The various sizes are known ac- 
cording to their weight—8s0-90 meaning 
Olives that count eighty to ninety to the 
kilo. 

“After ‘sorting,’ the olives are then put 
back into the casks, the bungs driven 
in, and the whole is ready for shipment 
to the American importer.” 

“Do you begin to pack ag soon as they 
arrive in New York?" was the next 
leading question. 

‘No, indeed! The long ocean voyage 
affects olives as much as it does human 
beings. They generally succumb to ‘sea- 
sickness’ en route—that is, we find them 
in some stage of fermentation on arrival! 
which requires our constant care until 
they recover.”’ 

“Doesn't this ‘seasickness,’ as you call 
it, impair the quality in any way?" 

“Not at cll. It only makes the olive 
man feel the burden of hfs responsibili- 
ties. In every stage of fe*mentation there 
is a critical moment whgn he must ex- 
ercise the greatest care and caution. If 
the olives recover they are really much 
imprgved in quality. If they don’t. they 
are hopelessly ruined. There is no inter- 
mediate condition.” |

The Pan-American Failure. 

The fruitless finish of the Pan. 
American congress in the City of Mex- 
ico will be a distinct disappointment 
to many sanguine people in this coun. 
try. Ever since James G. Blaine gave 
coherent form to all previous sugges. 
tions looking to a community of inter- 
ests between the republics of the west- 
ern hemisphere many citizens of these 
several nations have urged the reali- 
zation of his broad ideas in the crea. 
tion primarily of a Pan-American com- 
mercial zollverein. They believed 
that the interests so united would 
later on lead to a political harmony 
that should make this western half of 
the world supreme in the future af- 
fairs of earth-wide civilization. 

But the dream of such a federation 
passes indefinitely with the dissoln- 
tion of the present Pan-American con- 
gress. It has been drifting throughout 
its existence upon alternating currents 
of flapdoodle and frictional jealousies. 
It comes to its end without having 
reached a single principle of interna. 
tional cooperation. Instead, it has bur 
served to reveal to calm observers the 
psychological impossibility of framing 
an ethical, much less a practical, un- 
ion of the peoples interested. : 

The pneoples of the South American 
republics are racially incompatible 
with the sturdy race of cosmopolites 
that dominates our greater republic. 
Although our Anglo-Saxon parent 
stock has been grafted upon by 
branches from every nation, vet the 
sap of the soil pvervades and vitalizes 
the whole growth. Our faiths, our con. 
trolling customs. our laws and tdeaz 
of liberty are all rooted in the prece- 
dents of Cranmer. Knox and Wesley, 
of Blackstone, of the Runnvmoeode 
barons, of Magna Charta and Crom- 
well. Our government, our commerce. 
our’ progress in arts, industries and 
prosperity are the fruitage of those 
factors, carrying always the manifes- 
tations of their power and prestige. 

Contrariwise, as we are practically 
learning in our hand-to-hand dealings 
with the Cubans and Porto Ricans 
the Central and South American pneo- 
ples are of Latin origin and propaga- 
tion, differentiated, however, each 
from the other. and all from their 
parent sources, bv their interbreeding 
and association with native aboriginal 
inhabitants. Their measures of civili- 
zation are the exotic survivals of laws 
and practices imported in colonin} 
forms from European sources. Their 
jegislation, education and efforts at 
national organization and betterment 
have been prosecuted in imitation of 
continental precedents. The domf- 
nant elements in their societies are 
Spanish and Portuguese. heavily leav- 
ened by later dav immigrations of 
English.

“Shoot Him on Sight.”’ 

A press telegram from Columbus, 
Ohio, reports the escape of a federal 
prisoner from the United States bar- 
racks in that city, and adds, “the 
guards are searching for him with or- 
ders to shoot him on sight.” If the af- 


'fair is correctly stated, the case de- 


serves more than passing attention 
from the authorities and the public. 
The order to “shoot him on sight” is 
not only summary and barbarous, but 
is violative, we should think, of all 
civil and military law. 

It would be interesting to learn the 
authority for such an order by a mili- 
tary commander to a military guard. 
Do our regulations of war prescribe 


that a prisoner escaping from guards | 
in a territory where war and martial | 
law do not exist may be shot down in | 


cold blood, without even the privilege | sn 


of surrendering avain to the lawful 
authority?. The civil courts of the 
states have repeatedly held that such 
fatal authority cannot be exercised 
by civil officers, even in the extremest 
cases. A sheriff or a policeman can 
only be justified, and that upon due 
trial, for killing an offender or an es- 
caping prisuner when the killing is 
plainlv done in self-defense. Is there 
a higher law that controls military 
men in similar cases, and can thev 
kill for the mere act of a prisoner in 
seeking to escape from custody? If 
there is such a warrant in existing 
laws it is certainly a strange statute 
in our system of government and can- 
not be too sneedily repealed. 

We think it clear that if the guards 
in the above mentioned case should 
kill the escaped man on sight. and do 
this on state territory, outside the mil- 
itarv reservation. the xiller would he 
snbject to indictment. trial and pun- 
ishmert for murder under the state 
law. and no order of bis snverior of- 
ficer could onerate as his defense in 
anv sense. The order is purelv an 
order to murder and the seeming right 
to give it. if it evists in our army laws, 
ehould be repealed at once. 
oe 


Mr. Hanna’s Arbitration Committee. 

The National Civic Federation, hav- 
ing provided a committee of capital- 
ists, “neutrals” and working people, 
to arbitrate labor troubles the next 
step in order is to get up a strike to 
see how the thing will work. As the 
committee of Thirty-six has no more 
power than the Pan-American con- 
gress, its efforts might be equally bar- 
ren of results. 

Under the trust system a workine- 
man must take what he can eget, for if 
the trust does not employ him, who 
will? Mr. Schwab, who is one of the 
committee, is opposed to labor unions. 
Doubtless all the twelve capitalists on 
the committee secretly share his view. 
The “neutrals” will have to be the bal- 
ance of power, and, after all, the com- 
mittee cannot -erforce any of its de- 
cisions, 

The time is coming when the gov- 
ernment will have to take charge of 


wee 


strikes, and force arbitration. For 
railroads and street car lines to be tied 
up, through inability of the corpora- 
tious and the employees to agree, is an 
imposition on the public. For great 
industries to be shut down, entailing 
hardships on all parties at interest, 
and on the commercial and industrial 
world, is a thing that calls for govern- 
mental action. It may be years before 
compulsory arbitration is attained, but 
for some things, particularly common 
carriers, it may be expected in the 
course of events.

Our Duty Toward Cuba. 

Perplexing as the Cuban problem is, 
it must be settled, and the sooner it is 
settled the better. The beet and cane 
sugar growers and the tobacco inter- 
ests of this country are naturally op- 
posed to reciprocity with the island. 
Nobody wants to see those industries 
anjured. The statement is made that 
the Cuban planter cannot sell his duty- 
paid sugar in New York at much un- 
der $4.20 per 100 pounds. The pres- 
ent price of sugar is much less than 
that. This practically bars the Cuban. 
Ordinarily it could be said that this 
is the Cuban’s misfortune and not the 
American producer's fault. 

Certainly the southern cotton playt- 
er gets no help from the government 
when he has been driven into bank- 
ruptcy by four and five-cent cotton, 
and he may well ask why the southern 
cane grower should be made to suffer 
for the benefit of the Cuban. 

The question lies deeper than that. 
When this country went to war with 
Spain it acted from the broadest and 
highest motives. The island had been 
misgoverned for a century. The oft- 
recurring revolutions were a source of 
endless vexation. The  insanitary 
conditions were a menace to the 
health of our southern seaboard cities. 
The devastation of war and the star- 
vation of the ople under Weyler'’s 
system shocked our humane sensibili- 
ties. The United States resolved to 
bring order out of chaos and prosper- 
ity out of devastation. She has pro- 
ceeded so far at tremendous expense. 
We have rescued Cuba from the op- 
pression of Spain, but she has not yet 
recovered her equilibrium. She has 
not yet seen the benefits of the Amer- 
ican system as contrasted with That of 
the crown which oppressed her. She 
has not yet tried her cherished dream 
of self-government. After we have 
gone so far, after our successes in 
war and the cheerful acquiescence of 
the Cubans in all we have done, it 
would be the height of folly to leave 
the task unfinished. 

The one great object has been to 
make Cuba a tranquil and nrosverous 
island, as nearly a part of our own 
country as possiole. with such trade 
relations as would be mutually bene- 
ficial. We cannot ston until that ob- 
ject has been accomplished, and for 
the present minor considerations will 
have to be ignored. We did not take 


we declared war, and they cannot 
stand in the way now. We must look 
to the general welfare—the good of 
all. 

Of course, we hope that in time the 
Cubans generally will see the advan- 
tage of annexation, as it is already 
seen bv the ablest and best informed. 
Self-zgovernment as enfoyed bv the 
peopla of the various states affords 
unlimited freedom. With a governor 
for the island. wita congressmen and 
senators in Washington, with the 
right to take part in the election of 
the president of the United States. 
with protection assured by the strong

In 1900 the average number 
of wage-earners in manufactures consti- 
tuted 2.9 per cent of the total population 
as compared with eight-tenths of 1 per 
cent in 1880. But probably the best indi- 
cation of the importance of the wage- 
earning class is afforded by the greatest 
number employed at any one time during 
year. In 1900 this was 76,931, or 42

The rapid growth of the manufacturing 
industries of Alabama during the last 
twenty-five years is due to the ufilization 
of the state’s rich mineral resources 
which were neglected in the earlier years 
of the century. The development of the 
iron industry and of coal mining has 
stimulated a variety of manufactures 
which are centered in the Birmingham 
district, in the northern part of the state 
where the mineral deposits exist. The 
abundance of coal has made unnecessary 
any extensive use of the pater power of 
the state on the Coosa, Tennessee and 
Tallapoosa rivers, although on the Talla- 
poosa near Montgomery one of the largest 
water-power plants in the south has re- 
eently been constructed. it is noteworthy 
that the great development of manufac- 
tures in the northern part of the state 
has taken place largely without the ad- 
vantage of navigable water for the cheap 
shipment of products. For years efforts 
have been made to connect the Birming- 
ham district with tidewater at Mobile 
bay by means of a canal and the con- 
struction of locks on the Warrior river. 
Of the five locks projected three were 
completed in 1895, and a route for the 
canal has been surveyed by e neers of 
the United/States. It Is estimated that 
water communication with Mobile would 
reduce freight charges on iron 80 per 
cent. 

Of the 13,563 industrial establishments of 
classes shown, 9,042, ss 66.7 
per cent, vere small shops included 
in the groups of ‘hand trades’’ and 
“establishments with a product of less 
than $500."" The value of the products of 
these establishments, consisting princi- 
pally of the sums received \for custom 
work and repairing, amountdd to $5,392,- 
587, or only 6.4 per cent of thp total prod- 
ucts of the state. 

In addition to the 13,563 Active estab- 
lishments in the state duriag the census 
year, with a capital of $79,486,449, there 
were 121 idle establishmen with a cap- 
ital of $8,388,916.

The twenty-five establishments report- 
ed for this industry in 1900 gave employ- 
ment to 7,238 wage-earners, or 13.7 per 
cent of the wage-earners in the state, 
and the products were valued at $17,- 
392,483, or 21 per cent of the total value 
of the products of Ae state. In 1890 there 
were thirty-five establishments reported. 
with 5,685 wage-earners, and products 
were valued at $12,544,227. The increase 
in the value of products during the de- 
cade was $4,848,256, or 38.6 per cent. 
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AN ARCHITECT’S IDEA. 


Comfortable Apartments for Peovle 
of Limited Means. 
(From The New York Sun.) 

“T have an architect friend,’’ said the 
man who knows a good many people, 
“who has a design for an apartment 
house that will work a revolution in ac- 
commodations for those persons who can- 
not afford. to have more than one room. 
He has fitted up an apartment in his 
own house as a sample, and it really 
promises amazing results. I was talking 
to him the other evening on the problem 
of city living for people of small means, 
bachelors and bachelor maids, and that 
kind principally, when he asked me to 
come with him and see what he had 
evolved on that line. We went up to 
his third floor—he is able to own a house 
of his own—and he ushered me into an 
apartment which was not 20 feet long 
and 10 feet wide, with a fine large win- 
dow at one end and a small door at the 
other. He asked me what I thought of 
it, and I looked around a minute to reach 


a conclusion. 

“It was nicely carpeted. There was oné 
chair, and there was a two-light chan- 
delier about the center of the ceiling. 
The room was nicely papered on one 
wall and at the ends, but the opposite 
side wall was entirely wainscoted, as I 
thought. I told him it looked all right 
for a sitting room for one, but beyond 
that its usefulness seemed to me to be 
somewhat restricted. He laughed and 
asked me if I really thought so, and go- 
ing over to the wainscoting he turned 
up a little handle—really opened a door. 
It revealed a closet pig enough to ac- 
commodate all the clothes an ordinary 
person would care to have. Below it 
there was a drawer for shoes and that 
sort. 

“Then he went right on with his reve- 
lations, leaving me to stare at him. He 
turned down a nice bed similar to the 
sleeping car variety; adjoining it was a 
chiffoniér with half a dozen drawers in 
it and a glass at the top, the glass be- 
ing concealed by a lid which dropped 
down, making a shelf for toilet articles. 
Beyond was a washstand opening up in 
the same way, with water tank, bowl, 
slop jar, and all. In another place was 
a door that fell down, making a small 
table, and revealed space and shelving 
for a good-sized library with a nook for 
ink, pens, and such things. A half-dozen 
leather-covered seats were hidden in the 
same way, ready to be pulled down for 
use, and behind each of them was shelv- 
ing, the depth of the wainscoting being 
about 2 feet. Above the bed and else- 
where about the wainscoting were draw- 
ers and shelves, room for a trunk, and 
little cubby-holes for storing things, until 
really in that one wall, 20 feet long and 10 
feet high, was room for more stuff than 
nine-tenths of people have. 

“I forgot to say that the inside of the 
high closet for clothes was a mirror, 
® feet by 6 feet in size, and hung just 
right to see one’s self in when he was 
ready to go out. I looked at the lay-out 
of household conveniences in amazement, 
and when he had shut it all up again, 
leaving the handsome, well-lighted sit- 
ting raom, I could scarcely realize that 
I was not in the home of a magician 
who touched the walls and brought forth 
what he wished. My friend told me that 
he had more conveniences in mind for 
rather larger rooms, one being a shower 
bath to take the place of the washstand. 
He said his idea was, that this kind of 
@ room could be used in houses of any 
kind, but he designed it especially for 
the apartment-house of the future, where 
in a small space a man or a woman 
might get some of the comforts of a 
home in a row@m that would cost only $15 
a month rent, and still be a good invest- 
ment for the real estate owner. The 
Lord only knows when that good time 
is coming,’’ concluded the talker, ‘‘but 
thousands are waiting for it.”’ 
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Temperament and Exercise. 
(From The Philadelphia Record.) 
Careful tests and observations made at 
the Yale psychological laboratory have 
demonstrated the importance of studying 
temperament before prescrib- 
ing a system of physical exercise. A 
temperament, for example, re- 
quires a different treatment from that 
required by a phlegmatic temperament, 
without regard to the physical condition 
of the subject. The menta] factors are 
more necessary than the muscular in the 
development of strength. A nervous per- 
son should never be required to take 
heavy exercise; a phlegmatic person, on 
the contrary, requires it. The phlegmatic 
temperament indicates reserve energy ip 
both muscles and nerve cells, while the 
nervous temperament has less reserve 
power, but greater. ability to use the 

energy at hand. 
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Bubonic Plague. 
(From The London Chronicle.) 

The plague of today is the lineal de- 
scendant of that which was cleared away 
from London by the great fire. It repre- 
sents one of many epidemics which his- 
tory teaches us devastated Europe during 
past ages—pests, these, abolished by the 
alisappearance of dirt which forms their 
soil and breeding place. We know the 
germ of the plague. ‘It was discovered by 
Kitasato in 1894, and independently in 
the same year by Yersin, whose protect- 
ive serum is used as a preventive. 

The germ is a somewhat shortened and 
rounded bacillus, that flourishes at 4a 
temperature approaching that of the 
blood. Apparently the germ does not 
multiply by giving of ‘‘spores,”’ or seed- 
like bodies, but by simple division of the 
parent germs into others. It is easily 
killed. A temperature of 212 degrees 
Fahrenheit destroys it quickly, and acids 
also act efficiently in this direction. Yer- 
sin found the plague germ living in the 
soil in affected places. In the earth it 
appears to be non-virulent, but placed in 
another environment, say the animal 
body, it speedily develops its disease- 
producing powers. Cows, sheep, pigs, 
cats, and, of course, rats, are affected by 
it, but the dog is sald to enjoy an immu- 
nity from the attentions of this bacillus, 
Gaining access to the body, through the 
skin for the most part, and probably 
through some abrasion or wound, the 
bacilli make for the glands, and as these 
swell and enlarge, constituting what doc- 
tors call ‘“‘buboes,’’ the disease has be- 
come known as ‘bubonic plague.” 

The fleas which infect the rat are also 
credited with a share in the diffusion of 
the ailment, for, charged with the mi- 
crobes, these parasites will infect other 
rats, or may possibly inoculate man. 
Hence the crusade against rats which has 
been ordered and advised. It may he 
added that in one form of the plague 
the lungs are liable to be specially in- 
volved, and the coughed-up matter in 


that case is highly infectious, 


SENATORIAL RACE IN OLD 


Lexington, Ky., December 22.—(Special.) 
The race for United States senator has 
settled down to the question of who 
shall be the democratic nominee. Sena- 
tor W. J. Deboe, the incumbent elected 


on the republican platform, has _ said 
that he desires the caucus nomination 
of his party. His method of asking the 
doubtful 
is the republican cause. 
Deboe in an interview: 

“T would appreciate it if my party 
caucus would make me the nominee for 
the senate, for whatever others may 
think of it, I do not regard it as an 
empty honor.’’ 

It is an open secret that there is an 
organized plan on foot to beat ex-Gov- 
ernor James B. McCreary, the leading 
candidate for the democratic nomination, 
which, in this case, will be equivalent 
to an election. Polls of the next legis- 
lature have been made, which seem to 
show that the astute old war horse 
of Madison county will at last realize his 
long cherished ambition to sit in the 
senate chamber of the national legisla- 
tive body. 

Yet there is a healthy, live working 
combination on against him and Charles 
K. Wheeler. Judge James E. Cantril] 
and Representative Dave Smith have 
their heads together in a scheme to 
take from McCreary the coveted nomi- 
nation. 

Then again there is discontent from an- 
other source. It is charged by his’ 
opponents that when McCreary was the 
manager of the democratic state cam- 
paign last year he did as much to ad- 
vance his own canvass as he did for the 
general democratic good. In the demo- 
cratic counties where the nominee was 
anti-McCreary it is said the influence 
of the spellbinders of the state come 
mittee was not exerted as it should 
have been. 

Meanwhile the republican dog and cat 
affair between the state leaders goes mer- 
rily on. The old story that Ex-Governor 
William O. Bradley received $1,000 for the 
speeches he meade in the last campaign 
was dug up and Bradley in a card ad- 
mitted that he had asked the sum men- 
tioned and received it. He declared that 
he was taken away from important legal 
business in New York in which he was 
engaged at the time the call was made 
for his services and that he had respond- 
ed first that he could not afford to give 
his time to the campaign but had been 
induced to do so by the offer of $1,000 
for a series of speeches. 

“The curs are still barking at my 
heels,’’ declared Bradley, in answering 
the charge which had been made. Brad- 
ley denfes that he has his scalping knife 
out for Collector Samuel J. Roberts, of 
Lexington; Pension Agent Leslie Combs, 
and other leaders who have been men- 
tioned as being on his black list, but he 
is on the warpath just the same and he 
is going after hair. The fight slumbers 
along, but will break out like a dormant 
volcano sprung suddenly into life and 
there will be busy scenes among the 
leaders and as many or more hard words 
than were spoken during the brisk skir- 
mish of the past few weeks. 

Goebel Fee Question. 

The question of fees for the lawyers 
and doctors in the Goebel case has reach- 
ed the courts. Dr. Ap. Morgan Vance, 
of Louisville, has filed a petition in the 
Kenton circuit court against Arthur Goe- 
bel,. administrator for the estate of Wil- 
liam Goebel, for a fee of $500 for services 
rendered William Goebel after he had 
been shot down by the assassin. The 
law firms of Kohn & Phelps, of Louis- 
ville, and Bradburn & McQuown, of 
Bowling Green, also want money. In 
the affidavit filed by the latter firm they 
set up a claim of $4,200 for services ren- 
dered,

General Perry’s Death. 

The list of surviving confederate brig- 
adier generals was lesserwd by one in the 
death of General William ¥F.. Perry, of 
Bowling Green, a few days ago. Gen- 
eral Perry is a Georgia myn, having 
been born in Jackson county on March 
12, 1823. General Perry was for many 
years identified with Ogden college in 
Bowling Green and, although in feeble 
health for some time, he was commander 
of the Bowling Green Camp of Confeder- 
ate Veterans and attended the reunion 
of Confederate Veterans at Louisville, 
where he marched in the rain with the 
rest of the boys. General Perry’s family 
moved from Georgia when he was but 
10 years of age. After leaving high school 
he perfected his education by careful and 
patient study. From 1848 to 1853 he was 
principal of the high school at Talladega, 
and then studied law at Tuskegee under 
Judge Chilton. In 1854 he was admitted 
to practice in the state courts of Alabama 
and in the same year was elected by the 
legislature the first superintendent of 
public instruction the state ever had. He 
held this position until 1860 when he re- 
signed to take charge of the East Ala- 
bama college at Tuskegee. He was in 
this position when the confederate dis- 
aster at Forts Henry and Donelson caused 
him to give up every other duty for that 
which he considered he owed his coun< 
try. 

Enlisting as a private, he was elected 
major of the Forty-fourth Alabama in 
May, 1862, at the organization of the reg- 
iment, and became lieutenant colonel on 
September 1 by the resignation of Colonel 
Kent. The regiment was first ordered to 
Virginia and assigned to Wright’s bri- 
gade, with which it served in the seven 
days’ battle with the steadiness and valor 
of veterans at the second Manassas, and 
then went into the Maryland campaign. 
At Sharpsburg Colonel Derby was killed, 
and from September 17, 1862, Lieutenant 
Colonel Perry became colonel of the For- 
ty-fourth Alabama. In November the 
regiment was transferred to Law’s 
brigade, and at Gettysburg, under Colonel 
Perry, shared in the assault on Round 
Top, winning undying fame. 

At Chickamauga Colonel Perry led the 
brigade, and for gallantry General Long- 
street recommended his promotion. At 
the Wilderness, where General Law was 
again in command of the brigade, Colonel 
Perry had two horses killed under him 
in the charge which retrieved the threat- 
ened disaster to Heth and Wilcox. Again, 
at Spottsylvania, the brigade did splendid 
work. From the battle of Cold Harbor 
to the close of the war, Colonel] Perry led 
his famous regiment from Alab§@ma. He 
did not receive his commission as briga- 
dier general until February, 1865. At Ap- 
pomattox, so well were the discipline and 
morale of the brigade maintained, that it 
was one of the largest brigades in the 
Army of Northern Virginia paroled after 
the memorable 9th of April, 1865. 

General Perry removed to Kentucky 
from his Alabama home, where he had 
been engaged in planting, in 1867. He set- 
tled first in Glendale, Hardin county, and 
went back to his favorite oceup#tion, 
taking charge of a military academy. 
Later he became professor at Ogden col- 
lege. -General Perry leaves a widow and 
two daughters. 


BETTER FEELING ON THE 
FOREIGN EXCHANGES 
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London, December 22.—The stock markct 
generally was more cheerful during the 
last week, chiefly owing to the growing 
belief here and on the continent that the 
war in South Africa is really winding up 
at last. Speculators drew additional en- 
couragement from the better outlook in 
the United States, the revival of coni- 
dence in France and the belief that the 
worst of the German crisis is past. 

Home rails were considerably strength- 
ened on the announcement of the policy of 
the Northwestern rallway to Americanize 
its traffic department, as a result of which 
the railway hopes to secure material 
economies both in freight and passenger 
haulage. It is also understood that other 
railway lines will probably imitate this 
policy. At the same time, the railway 
outloo™ for the coming year is not very 
promising. Competent critics declare that 
the railways are steadily ruining rural 
England by their excessive agricultural 
freight rates. This same policy, it is 
pointed out, is largely responsible for the 
existing depression in English industrial 
centers. While the programme of the rail- 
way companies, up to date, seems to be 
‘e ‘make up the diminished volume of 
traffic by charging higher freight rates on 
what remains, it is argued therefore that 
a radical change of policy toward their 
customers, as well as a mechanical re- 
organization, are necessary to put home 
rails upon a basis of permanent prosper- 
ty. 
For the present, however, the stock ex- 
change is enjoying the year-end revival 
to the utmost. Promotets of mining se- 
curities are carefully nourishing a boom, 
but it is said that a considerable under- 
current of realizing by outsiders, for fear 
of some sudden reverse in South Africa, 
may check the welcome rise. 

The closing money market of the year Is 
without serious inconvenience. The mar- 
ket is unable to shake itself clear of the 
Bank of England. It borrowed £500,000 
last week and will probably take £400,000 
this week. 

It is true that large government dis- 
bursements of supply and interest after 
January 1 will release large sums, but, 
in view of the depleted bank reserve, the 
bank will probably take measures to at- 
tract gold from New York and Paris, 
thus endangering the prospect of cheap 
money during January. In fact, the out- 
look favors dearer money throughout the 
coming year. For if the war continues 
this will necessitate fresh government 
loans and the market will thus be drained 
of its resources. If the war ceases there 
will be such an outburst of activity in 
various directions that trade will draw 
away much money now employed on the 
stock exchange. 

Silver continues quiet. The improve- 
ment of the early part of the week Was 
checked by the dumping of a large 
amount of American metal on the market. 

On the Boerse at Berlin. 

Berlin, December 22.—The boerse has al- 
ready begun to assume its holfdav aspect, 
dealers being inclined to close their en- 
gagements before the nolidays. The vol- 
ume of business during the last week, ex- 
cepting transactions in government funds, 
was extremely light. 

The public shows a strong disinclination 
for all speculative securities, but an in- 
creased appetite, however, for fixed inter- 
est bearers, in which, during the week, 
there were large transactions, The flotation 
of several money loans also revealed enor- 


| 


mous demand, while the issue of a num- 
ber of loans after the new year animates 
this department and gives strength to 
bank shares. 

Much interest has been shown here in 
the forthcoming Vienna loan for the mu- 
nicipalization of the street results of 
Vienna, which has just been announced. 
The Deutsche bank and other banks have 
taken allotments in this Vienna loan. It 
is also announced that the German gov- 
ernment is negotiating a loan for 100,000 
marks for next March with the option of 
increasing this amount. 

The German market has begun buying 
English consols heavily, speculating upon 
the early close of the South African war. 
The same arguments have caused enor- 
mous German purchases of kaffirs in Lon- 
don, especially in the German group of 
mines. 

Foreign railroads showed active trading 
during the last week, the Transvaal rall- 
road leading. Germans have lately been 
buying American railroad shares in Lon- 
don in larger amounts. 

The situation in the iron and coal mar- 
kets continues to be unfavorable, A num- 
ber of companies expressed during the 
past week gloomy views of their future 
prospects. The reduction in price and 
the restriction of the; output. still con- 
tinues. The boerse responded to the above 
conditions with weaker iron and coal 
shares and transactions in those securitics 
were light. Other industrials were inac- 
tive. 

The money market showed higher rates 
until yesterday, when the rate became a 
little easier. The abundance of money, 
however, continues unabated. 

Markets at Manchester. 

Manchester, December 22.—The cloth 
market was very firm during the gpast 
week. The volume of business transacted 
was unimportant. 

The cloth market is gradually becoming 
more difficult to deal with as there is a 
well progressed tendency to harden, as 
producers strengthen their position, in- 
dependently of any movement in cotton.

The Army is also aranging to give the 
poor children of the city a Christmas 
tree entertainment the latter part of the 
week. 

The idea of feeding the poor on Christ- 
mas day is a national movement with the’ 
Salvation Army and many cities will wit- 
ness a similar scene as will be enacted in 
Atlanta day after tomorrow. Captain 
Andrews states that the army expects to 
feed 500,000 people in the United States 
this Christmas. He says also that after 
Christmas he intends to urge a movement 
looking to the care and feeding of the 
poor of the city during the cold weather 
of the winter season. 

Captain Andrews has been in Atlanta 
about three weeks, having come here 
from Nashville, where he was in charge 
of the Kentucky and Tennessee divisions 
of the Army.

delity—Its Evils, Its Causes and Its Ef- 
fects.” His text was selected from Mark 
vi. 6: “And he marveled because of their 


unbelfef.’’ 

He said in part: 

“Infidelity is but another name for un- 
belief. It the rejection of evidence, 
however sufficient it may be. It is refus- 
ing to let the light of truth shine into 
the mind. It is denying the Bible as a 
revelation from God. There are different 
forms of infidelity in existence. Some 
are what might be termed total unbe- 
lievers in all that pertains to the Scrip- 
tures, while others are partial bellevers 
or skeptics. Some admit such portions 
of the Bible as conform, in their opinion, 
to their ideas and views. There are 
others who profess to believe the sacred 
writings as a whole and yet by their 
life demonstrate the fact that they are 
strangers to the grace of God. Infidelity 
in any of its forms is the rejection of 
Christ. It matters not whether it re- 
jects all or a part of the word; whether 
it rejects conditions of salvation, or 
whether it rejects the verbal or plenary 
inspiration of the Scriptures, It is all in- 
fidelity in one or another of its forms. 
There are no two infidels whose minds 
run in exactly the same «channel of 
thought. Where infidelity grows out of 
one man’s believing the Bible to be false, 
it arises in many other cases from their 
wishing it to be so. It was Cecil who 
eaid. “The nurse of infidelity is sensu- 
ality.’ 

‘The evils of infidelity are obvious. In 
the plan of redemption God has set forth 
in the fullest revelation His adorable 
attributes. His wisdom. power and mer- 
cy are displayed. Infidelity disregards 
and pours contempt upon it all. It in- 
sults the persons of the Godhead. The 
Father's love, the life and suffering of 
the Son, the wooing influences of the 
Spirit are all rejected.

Father Gunn summed up his instruc- 
tlon of last Sunday by showing that be- 


fore the reformation the Catholic church 


held the Bible in the highest veneration 
and used it religiously and constantly. 
“Before the year of Martin Luther's 
birth, 1483," he began, ‘‘we had Bibles 
printed in Latin and in German. 
Maitland tells us that we know 
least twenty different editions of 
whole Latin Bible printed in Germany 
before, Luther was born. We know 
were nine editions of the Bible 
printed in the German language before 
1483—the vear of Luther’s birth. Cath- 
lics certainly tried to give the Bible to 
the people. But one of the glories of the 
church is that she tried to give the Bible 
to tne ignorant who could not read and 
to the poor who could not procure Bibles, 
These were taught by the clergy who 
used as means of instruction paintings 
and stained glass illustrating the events 
and lessons of the Bible, mwoetry in the 
hymns, which embodied Bible history and 
teaching, music to whica they set words, 
the stage by sacred representa- 
tions, as Passion plays, and the 
church ceremonial by which as the year 
went round were presented the principal 
events in the life of Christ and the his- 
tory of God's dealings with man.

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precious. We, as living stones, are be- 
ing built up with Him into a _ spiritual 
house,’”’ Notice that Peter does not 
claim to be a pope or priest more than 
the others, or that.the kingdom is built 
upon him, but quotes, ‘‘Behold, I lay tn 
Sion a chief corner stone, elect, precious, 
and he that believeth on him shall not 
be confounded’ (ashamed). ‘“‘Unto you, 
therefore, which believe he is precious,” 
He is an honor. Ah, yes! This stone 
may have been rejected by the builders, 
reprobated by his countrymen, but the 
Master Builder, the Great Architect, 
knows the stone and knows its proper 
place. To the disobedient It is a roek 
of offense and a stone of stumbling, but 
to the bellever it Is an honor; it is his 
glory, and he is happy in the privilege 
of being built up around him into a 
temple for God. We honor. the pride 
which our fathers feel in telling of their 
associations with Lee, with Jackson, 
with Forrest, with Johnston and others. 
And we love to sing, 


‘‘Am Ia soldier of the cross, 
A follower of the Lamb; 

And shall I fear to own His cause, 
Or blush to speak His name?” 


Down the ages come the intense words 
of inspiration, ‘‘Unto you, therefore, 
which believe, FTe is an honor.’’ Ashamed 
of Jesus? No! Why not? Here are 
three very comprehensive reasons: First, 
because of what He did; next, because of 
what He taught, and then, because of 
what He was. 


I. Because of What He Did.— 


Jesus never performed miracles for the 


sake of display, never to win applause, 
and never to satisfy idle curWsity. Still, 
His works bore testimony to His mis- 
sion and His message, and they were so 
cited by Him, as when He said, “If I do 
not the works of My Father. believe Me 
not: or, “The works that I do in My 
Father's name, they bear witness of 
Me.’ Today, as then, man’s effort is to 
explain away the supernatural. Let us 
praise God for the supernatural works 
of the Christ, and for. the evidence they 
give of a supernatural mission from a 
supernatural God. To do away with one 
is to banish all, and to take away all 
hope of salvation. 

Jesus “went about doing good,”’ minis- 
tcring to human needs, making hearts 
and homes glad. Lepers, blind, sick, halt, 
palsied, outcasts, poor, downtrodden, and 
even the dead felt the power of His pres- 
ence. The common people and the chil- 
dren loved Him. Did we but stop to pic- 
ture the many homes in which were the 
grateful subjects of His mighty power 
we would understand better why they 
flocked after Him so, and why at times 
it was a dangerous thing for the Sanhe- 
Grin to publicly seize and imprison Him. 
Go with the widowed mother of Nain 
back to her home, see the tears of be- 
reavement and perplexity turned into 
tears of joy and gratitude, look with 
her upon the only son given back to her, 
and be ashamed if you can of the V@s- 
ter! The good which he did was not con- 
fined to the people of that day and time, 
but has been blessing the world ever 
since. Raising the dead to life was not 
His greatest work. His own resurrection, 
great as it was and wonderfully attest- 
ed, as seen in the case of Gilbert West, 
who tried to prove it false but was him- 
self convinced and converted, becomes 
only the greater testimony that He was 
the Christ, that His work of atonement 
was acceptable, and that the future work 
for mankind was assured. 

Voltaire’s threat to tear down all that 
Christ had built up has died with his 
death and looks puny and foolish. The 
despised Nazarene takes His place at 
the head of the corner, and the poor 
mortal, dying, begs for a little longer in 
which to change, if possible, his terrfble 
fate. 

Jesus has done more for the uplifting 
of mankind today than He did in His own 
time, 

Wherever we see freedom loved, 
wherever we see honest labor held in 
high repute, wherever we see arrange- 
ments for the care of the poor and the 
helpless, wherever we see liberty loved 
and man’s rights respected, there we 
see the work of Christ. 

But even greater still hag been the 
work of Christ for the redemption of the 
souls of men and for the ir growth in 
grace. 

Paul said that he was the chief of gsin- 
ners and that Jesus savea him, and his 
experience had been that of many of us 
here today. 

AS some one has said, “I do not know 
the horrors of being a criminal, but if 
my heart is so wicked what must hell be 
to that man whose sin is so great as to 
cause him to reject Christ? Truly the 
greatest work of Christ nas been done 
since He suffered on Calvary. What an 
honor to be a follower of Him wuo has 
so loved and who has so blessed man.” 

Il. Because of What He Taught.—?ohn 
xiv, I—Jesus said: “Believe Me that ] 
am in the lather and the Father in Me; 
or else believe Me for the very works’ 
sake.” If you cannot believe for other 
reasons, He seems to say, let the works 
convinee you, for the works I do attest 
the teaching. His works were not mere- 
ly for the works’ sake, but in attestation 
of His teaching. They were performed 
to attest something high. The teaching 
of Jesus was remarkable, both for its 
method and its matter. As to the method 
in John vil, 46, it was said, “Never man 
spake like this man,’’ and this was true 
both as to method and matter. He always 
spoke with authority and power. He 
always spoke with simplicity and with 
directness. His parapies, the sermon on 
the mount, the sermon in the synagogue 
in Capernaum, the talk with the woman 
at the well, are only a few incidents il- 
lustrating this. 

Jesus was a sensationalist of the true 
type; He was a revolutionist. Never was 
a preacher more sensational than He 
when He drove from the temple the dis- 
honest traders. 

But the matter of His teachings was 
more remarkable than the method. His 
teachings were not so much in rules and 


regulations as in great principles. He 


showed them the sin in their traditions, 
and when they would entrap Him give 
utterance to the principle which com- 
pletely repulsed them. ‘Render unto 
Caesar the things that are Caesar's and 
unto God the things that are God’s.”’ In 


His dealing with the rich young ruler who 
came to Him and when He gave the par- 
able of the good Samaritan, He was show- 
ing then the deceitfulness of their own 
hearts. When the barren fig tree was 
cursed, it was to show the rights of the 
owner and of God's right in them. When 
He made the children the text for His 
sermon, He was preaching on the true 
splrit which should characterize His fol- 
lowers. When He was showing the dif- 
feronce between Lazarus and Dives, He 
was telling them that God sees and 
knows the heart. When He told them 
that the act of lust was seen in the 
thought cf the heart, He was again sct- 
ting forth this great fact. Jesus in His 
teachings did not deal with the passing 
events of the day, but with the great 
facts of sin, of heaven, of hell, of itone- 
ment, of the coming of Christ. He show- 
ed them that the fruit was proof of the 
character of the tree. 


As Dr. Mullins has sald: 


GIFT GIVING..... 


“One cannot | 


be right on the manward side and wrong | 


on the Godward side of his life, or right 
on the Godward and wrong on the man- 
ward.”” “TI must love my neighbor as my- 
self,”’ says Dr, Broadus, ‘because I am a 
creature and a child of God, whom I 
must love with all my heart, more than 
my neighbor and more than myself.’’ The 

Sreat text on which Jesus preached was 
love for God and love for neigh‘or; for 
this is the fulfilling of the law. And so 
in keeping with great principles, great 
facts and great motives, He also pre- 
pared great tests to men, The test of 
unselfish love is ‘seen in our works to 
the poor, to the sinful and to our enemies. 
he test of the humble spirit is seen 
when the child is placed in their midst. 
During the war of independence, when a 
great battle was to be fought and a 
block house was being repaired for de- 
fense, and when a log was being lifted 
to its place, a little man was standing 
by saying: ‘“Heave away! There she 
goes!"’ He was doing no part of the work 
himself, only giving orders. An officer in 
plain clothes came along and asked why 
he did not help. His reply was: ‘Sir, 
[ am a corporal.” The officer bowed and 
said: ‘*‘Pardon me; indeed I did not know 
that.”” Dismounting; the strange officer 
helped until the work was done, and wip- 
ing the honest sweat from his brow, said: 

“The first time, Mr. Corporal, you have a 
bit of work like this and too few men to 
do it, send for the commander in chief and 
[I will come again and help you.’ It was 
the test of greatness, and greatness was 
equal to the emergency. The speaker re- 
members that while a student at the 
seminary, he one day met Dr. John A. 
Broadus on the street as he was leaving 
New York hall. The student, as was his 
custom, tipped his hat to the honored 
teacher and passed on, supposing that the 
teached had not seen him. When he had 
Fone some little listance, Dr. Broadus call- 
ed to the student, spoke courteously to 
him, asked concerning himself and his 
mother, apologized for the apparent lack 
of courtesy and then bade the student 
goodby. His greatness showed itself in 
his unwillingness to seemingly overlook an 
obscure student. A little boy once mis- 
treated by a playmate while coasting, 
came home in a rage and said: “I’m 
going to give him my big sled, I am. The 
Sunda¥ sahool lesson says ‘if you are good 
to folKs that ain’t good to you, ‘twill 
be coals of fire on their heads,’ and I hope 
this'll ‘burn his hair off and blister his 
head all up, so I do.” To do good for 
evil revengefully is wrong. Just such dis- 
tinction as this it was that the Great 
Teaaher constantly made. 

III. Because of What He Was—As the 
weight of His words were intensified by 
His teaching, so the weight of His téach- 
ing was intensified by His character. 
Charles Lamb once said, in speaking of 
the appearance of some who were dead: 
“If Shakespeare should come into the 
room we would rise, but if Christ shoul’ 
come we would knee!l.’’ 


‘Thou must be true thyself 
If thou the truth would’st teach; 
Thy soul must overflow if thou 
Another soul would reach— 
It needs the overflowing heart 
To give the lips full speech. 


“Think truly, and thy thought 
Shall the world’s famine feed; 

Speak truly, and each. word of thine 
Shall be a fruitful seed: 

Live truly, and thy life shall be 
A great and noble creed.”’ 


Nazareth, the scene at the temple, the 
scene at the cross, have always made 
Some life and childhood brighter, have in- 
tensified filial subjection, and sweetened 
the parental relation. What Jesus was in 
His business life has placed honor upon 
toil and has made idleness and laziness 
a disgrace. Jesus was a mechanic, and 
wherever Christ has been loved and hon- 
ered, toil has been made honorable. 

Behold Christ on the social side of 
His life! Whether at the wedding at 
Cana, or at the feasts with the poor and 
lich, in the homes of his friends, in the 
society of despised publican and outcast, 
He shows us that His was the perfect 
character. In His public life and minis- 
try He bids the preacher to follow in His 
footsteps. Synagogues, streets, out of the 
way places, and anywhere the awakened 
soul was to be found or wherever good 
was to be done, there was His pulpit. 
But especially in His secret life will we 
find His perfect character.. Others might 
be deceived, but He knew His own heart, 
and if He is not what He has told us 
that He is, He is not the one even His 
enemies admit Him to be. Still even athe- 
ists and infidels now never call Him an 
impostor, they never attack His charac- 
ter. Think of His vesourcefulmess as 
when He said, ‘‘All power is given unto 
Me.”” How unhurried, and yet what in- 
tensity when occasion demanded. 
Still His patience was even more 
marked, ‘f possible, than His _in- 
tensity. The disciples, His friends, might 
be unfaithful to Him, but He was never 
impatient or unfaithful to them. Think of 
His.sympathy as manifested at the grave 
of Lazarus, as seon in His helpfulness to- 
ward the sick, poor and outeast! This 
also was another characteristic of his 
real self. He wa® the embodiment of the 
forgiving Spirit when upon the cross He 
prayed for those who crucified Him. With 
all His resourcefulness, He was great 
« i10ugh to be humble, and was not un- 
wiilingly to wash His disciples’ feet. Won- 
derful to tell. With all His intensity, 
with all His sensational teaching, with 
all Hiis directness in preaching, He was 
the perfection of prudence. When they 
would try Him for His Dbfe. not one 
thing coy]Jd His enemies bring against 
Him. How real He was! How genuine 
in it all! No sham in His character! 

Besides all this, His character was sym- 
metrical throughout; not a flaw, not an 
imperfection, not an omission. There are 
none today who attempt to find a flaw in 
the character of Christ. What an honor 
to be a Christian, to be a follower of such 
a one. With His greatness, he invites us 
to be like Him and shows us what to be 
and how it may be accomplished. He 
did not come to give some great system 
of theology, but to give Himself, that He 
might redeem man. He did not come 
asking what do you think of this doc- 
trine or of this principle, but what think 
ye @f Christ? A recent book, “The Fact 
of Christ,’’ deals much with this and 
says you cannot answer the great ques- 
tion of God. It is beyond your ken; but 
here is the way to approach this ques- 
tion, what is your attitude toward Me?

I went 
in tc inspect it, and to my delight it had 
the right ‘feel and was very much like 
the real article, The shop was dark and 
I could not. examine it very closely.

CAPITOL A PULPIT 


Is Now Preaching Himself to Death in 
City PMson. 


CASE PUZZLES PHYSICIAN 


Taken from Capitol on Friday, He 
Has Preached for Forty-Hight 
Hours Without Food or 
Sleep.

An old negro, who would make a good 
picture for “Unole Remus,’ was taken 
from the front entrance of the capitol 
two days ago and ‘ocked up at the police 
barracks for insanity. 

The negro is crazed about religion, and 
when found at the capitol] he was on 
the front porch preaching to an imagi- 
rary congregation. He has a loud voice 
and could be heard blocks away. Officer 
Goodson found nim and asked him what 
he was doling. His reply was: 

“Tse preachin’ erbout de kingdum come, 
T’se ‘lightnin’ de sinners on de wicked- 
nezs ob de worl’ an’ Ise hyar ter korn- 
vert de onragennerated. Go 'way, white 
folks, an’ let de ole man talk wid de sin- 
ners.” 

A large crowd collected about the de- 
mented negro, while the officer teok him 
in chturge and carried him to the bar- 
racks. 

As soon as he was locked up In a cell 
the old man began to preach again and he 
has been preaching ever since. For forty- 
eight hours he has talked at the top of 
his voice, not stopping to eat or sleep. 
The city physician has excomined him and 
says he is at a loss to understand why 
the old man does not fall down from ex- 
haustion. It is believed he will die if 
he keeps up his preaching without food 
or sleep. 

Who the negro is cannot be ascertained 
by the palice. He says his name is Har- 
ris and that is all he will state. His 
hair is white as cotton and his face is 
seamed with the wrinkles of many years, 
He is a typical old ante-bellum negro, 
such as are read about in story books or 
represented on the stage in the old planta- 
tion plays. 

Why he selected the capitol] as a ros- 
trun: for his religious services he will 
not say. While he talks he imagines a 
vast concourse of people are listening to 
him, and he pauses now and then to 
point a shaking finger at some unregen- 
erated sinner and warn him to fice fort 
the wrath to come. 

When The Constitution went to press 
this morning he was still preactiing’ in 
his cell. Not a morsel of food or a wink 
of sleep has he ha® since his incarcera- 
tion last Friday. 

An effort wil. be made to have him 
sent to the state lunatic asylum if he 
does not preach himself to death.

Trees for the Farmers. ' 

Washington Times, If the plans of the 
agricultural department are earried out, 
members of the fifty-seventh congress 
will have the privilege during next year, 
and other years to follow, of distributing 
small trees, which will be apportioned to 
them in the same manner as vegetable 
and other seeds are now. The secretary 
of agriculture is preparing to make an 
investigation of conditions surrounding 
tree growth in the United States, and in- 
tends to begin the distribution of small 
trees for this purpose. 

“There is but little known now about 
the Kinds of trees that can be grown in 
the United States,’’ he said today, ‘‘and it 
is the intention of the department tio con- 
duct a campaign of investigation through 
the trees distributed by congressmen, just 
ase it has tnrough the distribudion of 
seeds. The subject of tree growth is of 
special importance because of the rapid 
denudation of our hills and mountains 
of al] their forest coverings. Tree life in 
the United States under the inroads of 
the lumberman's ax is gradually disap- 
pearing. Some method must be found to 
make up for the loss, and what it is wil! 
probably develop from our investigations. 
The average American kifows nothing 
about the cultivation of trees. He scarce- 
ly knows how to take care of the ordi- 
nary one that grows naturally, and he 
will have to be taught if we are to pre- 
serve our forests and shade trees. After 
we have obtained sufficient data from our 
tree distribution then we will issue a 
book and regular bulletins giving infor- 
mation concerning the diseases and cures 
and so forth. 

“The first things sent out will have to 
be small trees. It will be possible to send 
by post a half dozen small slips, though, 
of course, they will have to be given more 
eare than seed packages. Later, when 
knowledge becomes more widespread on 
the subject, we can send out shoots or 
even seed. Our special attention will be 
directed to the propagation of nut and all 
food-furnishing trees. We are now im- 
porting numerous kinds of pecan and 
walnut stocks from other countries to ex- 
periment upon.”
